3. (Original) The polymeric coating of claim 1, wherein the hydrogel comprises crosslioked 
polymers that are selected finom the group consisting of collagen, fibiinogen, albumin, and fibrin. 

4. (Original) The polymeric coating of claim 1, wherein the hydrogel is made of synthetic 
materials. 
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
